Reports that 16 are in hospital including Enrique Mendoza, Govemor of Miranda state, but it appears he is hospitalized for 


breathing in tear gas. 


GOV has apparently taken over the TV stations. Globovision is still] broadcasting via satellite, but is not available on local 
TV (only those with satellite dishes will be able to view it) 


Ambassador has instructed Embassy officers on the street to leave areas with large groups of demonstrators.
